Tho sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
.on certain conditions. A habitable 
house-is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homosteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
_Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain distrmcts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erecta 
hoyse worth $300. : 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
gertain conditions. _

I feared you would 
be too late.” 

“You willsget well again, mother,” 
I cried. 

“No, no, there is no hope for that, 
my dear son. Let us not waste our 
last hours in meaningless words. Let 
this be our gceod-bye visit.” I fell at 
her side sobbing. “You are crying, 
my son, I will not tell you to stop. 
for it should grieve you to part with 
your best friend, and 1 am sure I 
shall never be forgotten by you. Re- 
member, also, that you have made my 
life very happy. Except your small 
childish sickness, or the dread that I 
might lose you during the time of 
war, you have given me nothing: but 
the keenest happiness; you have 
shared all my burdens with me; and 
for this I bless you, my darling ron.”

But as the ¢old, outer world turns dull 
to our pain, so much the more longing- 
ly do we seek to fly to another human 
heart which we trust and hope may 
feel some unison of feeling.

Mr. Speaker, it scems to me that in 
a time of general depression, as wel 
as in a time of war, tke Speech 
from: the Throne should set forth 
some suggestive remedies for pres- 
ent conditions along the lines that I 
have briefly indicated. 


Finances : 


It is not my intention to enter in- 
to any detailed criticisms at this 
tine as to the financial situation in 
Alberta. I would feel that I was 
not doing my duty, however, ifI did 
not call the attention of the govern- 
ment to the fact that since 1910, 
since the present wovernment assum- 
ed the responsibility of the adminis- 
tration, we have increased our in- 
debtedness nearly twenty millions of 
dollars, that is, our total expendi- 
tures, including both current and 
capital accounts, have exceeded our 
ordinary revenues ky between four 
and five millions per year, until our 
fixed interest charges has ‘ amounted 
to an enormous sum annually. To 
provide for the increasing expenditur- 
es and interest charges, the Govern- 
ment have found it neeessary during 
the past twe or three years, more 
particularly, to impose upon ‘ the 
country special taxes in different 
forms. Although these taxes are 
levied in ingenious ways, their result 
practically means a direct. tax upon 
the people. The government, in @x- 
acting from the municigalities of this 
province all the license fees, and fines 
under provincial acts, have‘ depleted 
the revenues of the municipalities, 
and at the same time have lessened 
to a very great extent the grants 
for school purposes, and have made 
it necessary for the cities and towns 
to tax the people more heavily to 
meet the interest on their bonds, and 
other necessary expenditures, until 
today a number of our cities and 
towns, according to reports, are 
greatly embarrassed, not only in 
financing the ordinary undertakings 
of the municipalities, but also in 
providing money for sckool purposes. 
In the Unearned Increment Tax and 
the Wild Land Tax, again the gov- 
ernment have not considered the just 
claims of the municipalities’ which 
have by their expenditures created 
these taxes. Furthermore, Mr. Speak- 
er, these davious ways of raising rev- 
enue for an extravagant and im- 
provident, government has not only 
placed a burden.upon the people 
grevious to be borne, but has had a 


very detrimental effect upon the prov- § 


ince generally. Large sums of 
capital have been diverted from Al- 
berta to other provinces, because of 
the initiation by this government of 
taxes in the nature of objectionable 
methods of taxation. Capitalists in 
older ccuntities, where they are more 
or less burdened with taxes, are 
secking investment where they will 
be freer from these conditions. It 
has gone abroad that Alberta is the 
one provinee of the confederation of 
provinces of this great Dominion 
that has introduced taxes which tend 
to discourage investment. T am 
not discussing now speculation. 
Doubtless the leader of the govern- 
ment, will say it was neeessary to 
discourage speculation, hut TI wish 
to point out that these taxes were 
mot put on until speculation had 
practically stopped, and was put on 
at a time when it was in the inter 


Insurance Act, in which an editorial 
is written, estitled “Comedy of 
iErrors.’” I would ask the indulgence 
of the House while I read two or 
three extracts to impress upon the 
House the necessity of more daeliker- 
‘ation upon legislation which comes 
before’ the Legislature. In conneetion

Alberta of the 
freaky legislation in cenneetion with 
the insurance aet has resulted in 
higher premiums for the property 
‘owners in Alberta. 

Fair Criticism 

Mr. Speaker, in a general way brief- 
ly, I wish to make what T consider 
a fair and reasonable criticism of 
‘the government in the expenditures of 
.the sum appropriated by the legis- 
lature from year to year. When we 
discuss, we will of course go ‘into 
details. I am stating a fact, whenT 
Say the government have to a large 
lextent ignored the direction of this 
legislature in their public . expend!- 
tures. Indeed, as far as that is con- 
cerned it would really be unnecessary 
\for the members of this House to 
‘meet at all in view of the arbitrary 
and presumptuous way the govern- 
nent expends the monies voted by 
this House. Last session this spirit 
was manifested in a high degree, 
when we were asked to vote a lump 
sum of one million dollars to be 
spent at will by tke government. 
This unusual and undemocratic de- 
mand of last session was practically 
the culmination of g comparative dis- 
regard by the government of the 
will of the legislature as expressed 
in the votes for expenditures in tke 
different departments. There neces- 
sarily must be a certain latitude in 
jconnection with tke expenditures of 
the estimates as voted by this Holase, 
,but when latitude in one item of one 
department, namely, road construc- 
tion under the Public Works Depart- 
ment, varied by several hundred 
thousands of dollars, last year as 
well as the year before, from what

ffeeth and Horns Are the Points to 
Consider 


A cow's age can be estimated quite 
accurately by noting the appearance 
of the second set or permanent teeth. 


Tho first :et is known as the milk 
teeth. A calf is born with a central 
pair of teeth, and the remaining pairs 
appear within the first month. When 
the animal reaeches the age of 18 
months, the ceutral pair of milk teeth 
4. replaced with larger and perman- 
ent ones. These are easily recog- 
nized, as they are nearly twice as 
broad as the first ones. Other pairs 
appear at intervals of approximately 
nine months, but this may vary some- 
what, according to conditions. When 
the animal reaches the age of 27 
months, the Intermediate pair of 
teeth appears, making four perman- 
ent ones, easily recognized by their 
Jarger size. The third pair usually 
makes its appearance at the age of 36 
months, and the fourth pair, the two 
end teeth, at the age of 45 months. 
if there is any variation, the animal 
fs apt to be older rather than younger 
than the teeth would indicate. 

There is comparatively little change 
fn the teeth of cattle after the fourth 


year until they have been used a 
few years. As the animal grows 
older, the teeth become narrower, 


and by the ninth year there is con- 
siderable space between them. After 
this they shrink away from each other, 
become discolored aud drop out on9 
by one. 

Most of the horn growth takes 
place the first two yeurs. After this 
each year's growth is marked by quite 
a distinct ring, so that the aga can be 
estimated fairly accurately by count- 
ing the rings and adding two. The 
first ring appears at the age of two 
pears.

Bread and 
milk alone do not make a sufficient 
Aiet to enable them to retain health 
and strength. The bones will help 
freep cleanly teeth. Many people 
withhold meat from cats, expecting 
them to complete their bill of fare 
dy catching mice. ‘This is frequently 
a mistake, for a poor pussy, hungry 
and faint, has neither strength nor 
patience to watch long hours until 
the mouse pons out of its hole. 

A cat invariably catches mice be- 
eause of the ingrained instinct and 
ove of sport, and not for food. For 
a few minutes she tosses her cap- 
ftive about, and often leaves it in 
pome out-of-the-way place untasted.

CAMPAIGN SO FAR ARE

London, February 26.—The Daily 
Chronicle’s naval correspondents _ re- 
fer, this morning, to reports concern- 
ing the admiralty’s plans to  chkeck- 
mate the German submarine — block- 
ade, and says: 

“On the ninth day of the German 
blockade, the enemy records a bag of 
cight British vessels, three Norweg- 
ian, one French and one Spanish, 
besides two American ships mined 
on the coast and one Morwegiam ship 
mined in the Baltic. Wreckage 
has been seen near Anglesey, whicb 
may indicate another success. No 
British vessel of great importance 
has been sunk by'a maine or a tor 
pedo and 10 or 12 knot vessels’ have 
been the chief victims. 

“Neutrals have suffered heavily 
‘from the German campaign against 
merchant shipping, and if these oper- 
‘ations continue there is likely to be 
‘an outburst of indignation. 
| “The admiralty, perhaps, not pre- 
jPared to resort to what is nothing 
less than piracy, did not lose time 
in preparing measures te prevent 
these pests, and it may be predicted 
with confidence that the depredations 
will net be allowed to continue. 
‘The seagates have been closed,

DULUTH’S MANY ODD POINTS 


Enterprising and Busy City Has Been 
Called the Queerest In the 
United States. 

The queerest city in America is be- 
lieved by many persons to be Duluth, 
guardian of the great port at the head 
of Lake Superior. Some one has de- 
scribed it as 20 miles long, a mile 
wide and half a mile high, which fits 
the place very nicely. All about one 
side the hills come down almost to 
the shores of Lake Superior, that 
great unsalted sea. Right on the 
edge of each stretches the Zenith 
City, made famous by Proctor Knott’s 
speech. 

Duluth {s the greatest outdoor town 
in the world. One can catch trout and 
shoot bear, moose and deer within its 
limits. One fall recently, after a for- 
est fire, 30 black bears were killed 
within its boundaries. In the winter 
the girls and boys enjoy themselves 
in Duluth by traveling about -on skis. 
They go 10 or 15 miles into the coun- 
try and then ski back home, and win- 
ter campfire parties are as common 
there as bridge whist parties are in 
the east. 

Duluth is boastful. It has the big- 
gest boat club and the second biggest 
wholesale house in America. Its busi- 
ness is immense. This season it has 
handled 50,000,000 tons of ore and 
190,000,000 bushels of grain. Its har- 
t-y is a wonder. There is a natural 
brew *water that is like a  darning 
necsie, for it is seven miles long and 
only a few hundred yards wide. It 
is made of the sand and silt brought 
down and piled up by the waters of 
St. Louis river, Within this breakwa- 
ter the shipping is done.—Philadel- 
phia Grit. 


FREASURES IN ENGLANP 


Even Germans in Some Cases Sent 
Valuables to “Tight Little isle” 


Probably one of the most remark 
able incidents of the war is the fac 
that a considerable number of wealth 
Germans sent their private propert, 
for safe keeping to England. Th:°} 
felt that it would be safer there thar 
in Germany, for at home it wouls 
run the chance of being seized by the 


invading enemy or impounded by thc 
German Government. 

Rather than atcept this double risk 
the Germans sought the opportunity 
of entrusting valuable paintings and 
other objects of art to English friend 
who were returning home on the ou: 
break of war, and it is estimated that 
there is several millions of doilars 
worth of German property held t. 
England. The chief custodian is Lord 
Rothschild, who, of course, has rela 
tives as well as friends in Germany, 
and whose own home at Tring is one 
of the great treasure houses of th: 
world. 

Lord Rothschild notified the Britis’ 
Government of all the German proper- 
ty entrusted to. him, and it remains 
at the owner's risk of seizure. 

It is said that Princess Lichnowsky 
the wife of the former German Am- 
bassador, left all her valuable jeyels 
with a member o1 Queen Mary’s house- 
hold, and that Lord Stamfordham is 
the custodian of a great collection of 
minfatures which belong to the former 
Austrian Ambassador, who had asked 
King George to take charge of them, 
as the Ambassador and the King were 
on very cordial terms. The King, 
however, declined to do so, and Lord 
Stamfordham accepted the trust. 

On the outbreak of war the Queen 
of Italy desired to send some of her 
most valuable possessions to the Eng- 
Msh monarch, but again King George 
declined until Italy was found aiding 
the allies. Nevertheless, a couple of 
cases of treasure arrived, and had to 
be turned over to the Italfan Minister 
by King George. 

Almost priceless collections arrived 
from France and Belgium. Fora small 
country Belgium was-as rich in her 
art trensures as in her cathedrals, 
and all the paintings, statuary, china, 
gold and silver ornaments, Jewels, 
tapestry and other objects of value 
that could be moved were sent across 
the Channel.

Charles Dickens, 
in ‘‘Bleak House,’’ describing the 
conditions of child life in the slums 
of London, says ‘‘There is not an 
atom of Tom's slime, not a cubic 
inch of any pestilential gas in which 
he lives, not an obscenity or degra- 
dation about him, not an ignorance, 
not a wickedness, not a brutality of 
his committing, but shall work its 
retributicn through every order of 
society up to the proudest of the 
proud and the highest of the 
For their own intrinsic worth, as 
well as their influence on the com- 
munity lite, the state dare not blink 
its interest in its helpless wards. 

To what, then, are such children 
entitled—what are their rights? ‘lhe 
children of the nation ure the most 
precious of the national assets. The 
life of the country consists, not in 
the abundance of the things it pos 
sesses, not squanz miles over which its 
ag ies, but in the men and women 
who are the nation itself. ‘Lhere is a 
commen heritage which it is a comr 
mon duty to protect ; which the in- 
stinct of seif preservation as well 
as the sense of justice demands.

ma.utain themselves. Maintenance in- 
cludes food, clothes; lodging, and care 
in sickness. This summary would 
seem to represent the ‘irreduciable 
minimum of the child’s claims upon 
his country. 

‘Yo this, however, the modern soc- 
ial reformer would add another. ‘The 
child must have suitable companion- 
ship. It must know family fife, 1t 
must have the opportunity to love 
and be loved. Those who are prone 
to reduce this consideration as 
merely sentimental might well pon- 
der th.se words of Dr. Gregory : 
“One of the illuminating moments in 
my own work,’’ says he, ‘‘came to me 
on my finst Christmas night at a 
children’s home. 1 had gone into 


om of the houses to see how the 
Christmas preparations were pro- 
gressing. The younger children had 


gone to bed, but not to sleep. Hear- 
ing my voice down stairs, there was 
a sudden raid from the bedroom, 
much whispering and laughter, and 
then a small voice cried out, ‘‘Oh, 
sir, do please come up and tickle. 
us.”’ I saw in a moment how much 
these children of misfortune miss the 
pleasant disorders of a well managed 
lamily, the joyous scrimmage which 
wins from the mother’s lips that 
highest of all praise, that father is 
as bad as the children. 1 contend 
that a child ought to be tickled, 
and that he had far better lose some 
of the things that can be weighed 
and measured out to him than to 
miss the merriment and freedoms 
that make up the true child's life. 
Another article in the irreducible 
minimum to which the unfortunate 
child is entitled is an education 
which .will be in itself a preparation 


for life. Until recently th: public 
cared little for anything but read- 
ing, writing and aritkmetie. The 


school of yesterday had for its mot- 
to ‘‘We preserve the entire course of 
study.” The schools of tomorrow 
will emblazon these words on its 
walls ‘‘We conserve the whole boy’; 
‘t will emphasize boys more than 
vooks, and living more than letters. 

‘t will make for the health of the 
joy, never forgetting such common- 
places as fresh air, wholesome fcod, 
adequate exercise and manly work. 
t. will make for the sanity of the 
nind, emphasizing alertness and re- 
‘iability. It will direct its \souths 
n the paths of industrial efficiency 
ind world service. It will help the 
bey to choose a vocation and pre- 
rane him to succeed in it. 

The human serap heap has keen 
the despair of many a community: 
tt is conmspesed of criminals, helpless 
invalids, ignorant and unequipped 
workers, paupers, shiftless families, 
degenerates, loafers. Failures they 
are, all of them—they never had any- 
thing to sueceed with. They came 
into the world defective and grew up 
without proper care. They had in- 
ficient parents and no one to pro- 
wxct them. They grew up on the 
strests and learned common moral 
winciples too late. They were mis- 
shevous and were punished by the 
state when they might have been 
taught instead. The results of these 
lisadvantages wore spoiled goods— 
yad grown-ups—younz men and won- 
m poorly put together mentally, 
vhysieally and morally ; each one a 
‘ost and a care to the state; each 
yne deprived of the fullest meaning of 
life, and of any liberty except the 
liberty to go wrong and to suffer 
for it. 

We are beyond the age when the 
serap-heap of failures can be charged 
-o the failures that make it up. 
It is not a serap-heap of failures, 
but one of failure, the failure of the 
state to pr tect children—the pitifl 
weste in th
